Attorney General Woodruff state I that he had acted on the request of 
the Adams county court, who employ-cl an old Pennsylvania statute

asking the attorney general to appoint a special prosecutor to prosecute an 
action against Butt, if he finds evidence to support a charge. 
Mr. Woodruff last week asked M \ Kerth to take the appointment of 
special district attorney, and this morning, he said, he had received M r. 
Keith’s acceptance of the appointmen . 
“Although he agreed to accept the
